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A GUIDE PGR NUMISMATIC THEATRE SPEAKERS 


- Please plan your talk for 30 minutes with questions from the audience taking 
an additional 10-15 minutes. 

- Please include color slides in your presentation. We will, if you request 
it, have 2 slide projectors available for simultaneous use. By using 2 
projectors simultaneously, you can show obverses and reverses, make 
comparisons, or add supporting materials simultaneously. 

- Your audience will be there entirely because they want to hear you speak. 
According to previous Numismatic Theatre surveys, most people in the audience 
will be advanced collectors and serious numismatic readers. 

- Previous audiences truly appreciate a handout to augment your presentation. 
Consider including a brief bibliography as part of your handout. 

- Please make certain of where the Numismatic Theatre room is long before your 
talk. Also, please bring your slides already in a carousel. 

-If you must cancel your appearance at the last moment, please let John Bums 
know as soon as possible; he will be in the Numismatic Theatre during all 
talks and will be staying at the O'Hare Holiday Inn during the convention. 
John will try to locate a back-up speaker to take your place. 

-If you care to, you may submit a copy of the text of your talk for the ANA 
Resource Center. 


The following suggestions are offered in the event your talk is taped (which 

will be done only with your full permission): 

- Be sure you have signed a release form prior to your lecture giving 
permission for your lecture to be taped. If you have not signed a release 
when you arrive, ask the camera operator for a copy. If you do not wish your 
lecture to be taped, merely inform the cameraman and he will not tape the 
lecture. 

- Please avoid white colors or plaid designs in your clothing. 

- Try to always speak into the microphone. 

- Try to avoid sudden movements away from the podium. 

- Please repeat all questions from the audience. 

- If you have small objects to be shown during the lecture, arrange time with 
the cameraman to tape the objects before or after the lecture. This allows 
better quality of the taping of the objects with better focus and less 
shakiness of the hand. 

- The more action and voice inflection you use, the better your lecture and the 
finished tape will be. 

- The camera is there because your lecture has been deemed important to 
preserve for the future. The camera operator's job is to make you look good 
for the next 100 years!
